The  foregoing  report  contains  a  synopsis  of  our  financial 
transactions  of  the  past  year,  which  we  respectfully  submit  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Alton. 

The  debt  of  the  town  has  been  increased  during  the  year, 
$2,102  58. 

The  town  raised  the  sum  of  $2,310  52  for  the  repair  of 
highways  and  bridges  for  the  current  year. 

The  expense  of  repairing  the  highways  and  bridges  during 
the  year6exceeds  the  appropriation  by  the  sum  of  $1,223  72, 
caused  by  the  unprecedented  heavy  rains  during  last  season  and 
the  building  over  the  abutments  for  a  new  iron  bridge  over  the 
Merrymeeting  river.  The  bridge  cost,  delivered  at  the  depot, 
$285  00. 

The  cost  orbuilding  the  new^highway  on  the  east  side  of 
the  lake,  including  the  land  damage  paid  for  the  road  finished, 
and  land  damage  paid  for  the  extension  of  the  road  past  the 
house  of  Mr.  Barr,  to  the  road  leading  to  Chestnut  Cove, 
amounts  to  $1,957  56. 

The  town  made  no'appropriation  for  the  expense  of  build- 
ing the  road,  and  we  have  paidj  for  the  same  out  of  money 
raised  for  current  expenses  of  the  town. 

It  willbe  seen  from  the  above  extra  expenditures  the  cause 
of  our  increased  indebtedness  during  the  year.

We  take  pleasure  in  again  announcing  to  the  people  of  the 
district  that  the  schools  are,  as  a  whole,  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. A  few  have  been  partial  failures,  but  the  majority  have 
performed  a  good  year's  work.  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of 
the  school  board  so  far  as  possible  to  secure  experienced  teach- 
ers, and  having  obtained  them  to  retain  their  services.  We  are 
obliged  sometimes,  however,  to  fill  vacancies  with  applicants 
who  have  never  taught,  and  of  whose  natural  adaptation  for 
their  work  we  have  had  little  opportunity  to  judge.  Our  teach- 
ers for  the  most  part  have  labored  hard  for  the  advancement  of 
their  schools,  and  we  think  a  pleasant  relationship  has  generally 
existed  between  pupils  and  teachers.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
a  good  interest  taken  by  parents  in  visiting  schools.  It 
encourages  teachers,  stimulates  scholars,  and  fosters  and  pro- 
motes a  mutual  interest  in  the  success  of  the  school. 

We  are  glad  to  note  as  regards  the  regular  attendance  of 
the  pupils  the  past  year,  that  there  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment, yet  there  are  far  too  many  tardy  and  absent  marks  to  be 
found  upon  the  registers.  There  is  nothing  that  detracts  so 
much  from  the  usefulness  of  our  schools  as  irregular  attendance. 
No  scholar  can  make  any  improvement  without  attending 
school  constantly.  We  can  never  make  our  schools  what  they 
should  be  until  they  are  reformed  of  this  great  evil.  The  school 
board  most  earnestly  requests  parents  to  see  that  their  children 
are  at  school  every  day. 

Many  of  the  schools,  under  the  lead  of  their  teachers,  had 
Christmas  exercises,  which  called  together  a  large  number  of 
parents  and  friends,  who  seemed  to  enter  into  the  exercises  of 
the  occasion  with  much  interest,  and  could  they  be  continued 
they  might  result  in  much  good.  Nearly  all  of  the  schools  have 
had  exercises  consisting  of  recitations  and  singing  at  the  close 
of  each  term.  Composition  and  declamation  we  consider  as 
important  branches,  not  only  as  exercises    to    form    habits   of 
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correct  writing  and  speaking,  but  in  teaching  fluency  and  confi- 
dence in  the  expression  of  ideas. 

In  the  McDuffee  school  vocal  music  was  taught  as  a  branch 
of  study,  and  in  some  of  the  other  schools  singing  has  been 
practiced  more  or  less.  As  music  is  such  an  important  agent 
in  bringing  into  play  the  better  sentiments  of  human  nature,  and 
in  making  our  schools  more  attractive,  we  believe  that  it  would 
be  well  to  give  it  more  attention  in  the  future  than  it  has 
received  in  the  past. 

All  the  schools  devoted  Friday  afternoon,  prior  to  Memo- 
rial day,  to  exercises  of  a  patriotic  nature.  The  law  was 
changed  at  the  last  sessiou  of  the  legislature  in  relation  to  these 
exercises,  and  instead  of  having  them  occur  at  the  last  session 
of  school  prior  to  Memorial  day,  the  law  has  been  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows:  "Section  1 — In  all  the  public  schools  of 
the  state,  one  session  during  the  week  in  which  Memorial  day 
falls,  or  a  portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises  of  a 
patriotic  nature  "  The  board  has  required  all  persons  propos- 
ing to  teach  in  town,  to  pass  a  written  examination.  This  re- 
quirement is  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  by 
teachers  complying  with  it  they  enter  upon  their  labors  better 
prepared  for  the  work.  We  have  granted  our  teachers  one  day 
during  the  year  to  visit  schools  in  other  places,  and  we  believe 
it  has  been  time  and  money  well  spent.  Teachers  in  this  way 
will  learn  something  from  the  management  of  other  schools 
which  will  aid  them  in  conducting  their  own,  and  which  will 
tend  to  awaken  more  interest  in  the  minds  of  their  pupils 
and  stimulate  them  to  greater  exertions. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  introduced  a  new  series  of 
writing  books,  Spencerian  vertical  writing,  which  has  been  the 
only  change  that  has  been  made  in  books  during  the  past  year. 
Vertical  writing  is  now  practiced  in  nearly  all  the  city  schools 
and  also  iu  many  town  schools.  The  advantages  claimed  for 
this  style  of  writing  are  that  the  writing  is  more  legible,  more 
easily  learned,  requires  less  space  than  slanting  writing  and  can 
be  written  more  quickly  and  with  less  labor.       We   have    been 
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surprised  to  see  how  soon  many  of  the  scholars  have  learned  to 
make  the  change  from  slanting  to  vertical,  and  with  continued 
practice,  with  care,  will  tend  to  make  writers  that  need  not  be 
ashamed  of  their  work.  In  fact,  the  children  in  our  schools,  for 
the  most  part,  are  fair  writers,  and  many  of  them  excellent. 
This  has  been  brought  about  in  a  great  measure  by  teachers 
training  their  pupils  to  write  as  they  learn  to  read.  A  good 
hand- writing  is  an  accomplishment  of  which  any  boy  or  girl 
may  justly  feel  proud.  Of  the  various  branches  that  have  been 
taught,  book-keeping  has  received  more  than  the  usual  amount 
of  attention.  It  is  highly  important  for  every  young  man  or 
woman  when  they  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  life,  to  be 
able  to  record  properly  any  common  business  transaction.  In 
most  of  the  schools  map  drawing  has  been  practiced.  This 
training  we  believe  to  be  an  efficient  aid  in  giving  a  true  idea  of 
position,  direction  and  shape.  Many  of  our  teachers  have  had 
written  examinations  with  excellent  results,  and  we  would  rec- 
ommend to  all  teachers  to  have  a  written  examination  as  often 
as  once  in  two  weeks,  containing  a  short  review  of  the  various 
lessons  of  the  scholars,  and  such  written  examinations  to  be 
preserved  for  general  inspection,  not  only  by  the  school  board, 
but  by  all  who  are  present  at  the  final  examination  at  the  close 
of  the  term. 

Most  of  the  schools  have  been  free  from  contagious  dis- 
eases. During  the  week  of  the  winter  vacation  of  the  East 
Alton  school,  one  of  the  pupils  was  taken  sick  with  scarlet  fe- 
ver and  lived  but  a  few  days.  It  was  thought  that  several 
other  children  had  the  same  disease  in  a  mild  form  while  at- 
tending school,  and  on  account  of  which  the  school  was  closed 
for  four  weeks,  and  in  the  meantime  the  school  house  was  thor- 
oughly fumigated,  and  no  cases  have  occurred  since  the  school 
was  reopened. 

There  have  been  twenty-seven  weeks  of  schooling,  divided 
into  summer  and  fall  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  and  a  winter  term 
of  seven  weeks.  The  village  and  Bay  schools  have  had  four 
weeks  extra  and  the  South  Alton  school  three   weeks   extra,    it 
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being  due  them  from  last  year.  The  schools  close  this  year 
with  all  the  extra  time  made  up. 

The  total  amount  received  from  all  sources  for  the  support 
of  schools  the  past  year  was  $2,551.69. 

The  annual  school  meeting  will  be  held  Saturday,  March 
12,  1898,  at  2  p.  m.
